If your house building or re- 
modeling budget compels you to 
eliminate something, don’t let it 
be insulation, says Andrew C. 
Lang, author of a number of 
books on getting the most out of 
jour home. 

"If you have to skip something, 
do without interior painting, 
finished floors, a fireplace, or a 
playroom," says Lang. “But 
whatever you do, buy the thick- 
est insulation you can and see 
that it’s properly installed." 

Thick mineral wool, Lang 
points out, becomes one of the 
few permanent components of a 
home that never will need main- 
tenance or replacement as long 
as the house stands, yet which 
actually can pay for itself in a 
few years with savings on heat. 

“In fact," says Lang, “good in- 
sulation properly installed saves 
so much fuel in winter — as much 
as 40 percent— that only rich 
people can afford to be without 
It" 

Just as important — perhaps 
more so to some families — is the 
comfort provided by insulation. 
In winter, mineral wool in the 
ceiling keeps rising heat inside, 
and insulated walls stay warm. 
This prevents the discomfort 
caused when heated air touches 
a cold wall and drops rapidly, 
scooting across the floor in chill- 
ing drafts.

Q — I did a patching job on a 
plastered ceiling recently, but 
the new plaster crumbled and 
fell out after a few hours. I 
followed mixing directions care- 
fully. What did I do wrong? 

A — One of the commonest pit- 
falls of the do-it-yourself plas- 
terer is a mix that dries too 
quickly. If you plan to do the 
job again, stir in 1/3 teaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar to each 
gallon of mix. This retards the 
drying action, and gives the new 
plaster a chance to cure prop- 
erly. 

Q — We plan to install central 
air conditioning in our house 
soon. Is it true that installing 
louver doors between rooms 
will make the system more effi- 
cient? 

A — Absolutely true. The louv- 
ers permit constant circulation 
of air throughout the house — 
important to the efficiency and 
economy of most cooling sys- 
tems. This means doors to indi- 
vidual rooms can be kept closed 
without causing any “hot spots" 
or “too- cool” corners in the 
house. You can get louver doors 
in stock from building material 
dealers in sizes to fit all stand- 
ard door openings. 

Q — Can 1 use an adhesive to 
attach wood panels to a plaster 
wall? 

A — Adhesive is fine if the 
plaster is smooth and sound. 
However, horizontal furring 
strips of 1 by 2 lumber nailed 
to studs through plaster will 
provide a more secure base for 
the panels, and won’t cost as 
much as the adhesive.

Preferred Colors 
For U. S. Roofs 
Are Green , White 

Green and white were the 
favorite rooting colors for homes 
in the U. S. during 1957, a re- 
cently-completed survey shows. 

The survey, conducted by the 
Asphalt Rooting Industry Bu- 
reau, revealed tnat of all asphalt 
shingles shipped in the first nine 
months of 1937, 31 percent were 
green or blended green. White 
was in second place with 26 
percent of asphalt shingles 
shipped. 

Tne study shows s slight de- 
cline in popularity for green, 
which led the color field in 1956 
with 33 percent of shipments. 
White, on the other hand, gained 
from 18 percent in 1956 to 1957’s 
26 percent. 

Regional color preferences in 
asphalt shingles, the survey 
shows, were: 

Northeast — White was the 
favorite with 29 percent of ship- 
ments. Black was second, and 
green third. 

Southeast — White in first 
place with 38 percent, followed 
t>y green, red, blue, and gray, 
in that order. 

Southwest — White led in 1957 
shipments with 37 percent 
Green was second ii» popularity, 
and gray was third. 

Pacific Coast— Green and gray 
were equally popular as the pre- 
ferred asphalt shingle roofing 
color for 1957, but the survey 
Showed white making substan- 
tial gains. 

Home color stylists agree that 
the roof color is usually the 
most important color on the ex- 
terior of a home, since the roof 
generally is the largest expanse
